aggregate. 
The South doesn t have to be fed 
any more by tile W est. It feeds itself, 
and helps to feed the populous North.

It is an illum inating 
revelation to find an Italian airplane 
carrying ten men from N ew port News 
to W ashington,

feet. 
It is still more im pressive to 
find that a Uaproni triplane is being 
assem bled on our soil with a wing 
spread of over loo 
feet, 
driven by 
three giant m otors 
and

carrying twenty-five passengers. 
These are not freak m achines, but 
copies of types th a t have already given 
practical service abroad. 
It is report­ 
ed that a still larg er airplane lias 
made successful flights 
in 
Italy,

m achine of 1,800 horsepow er, and that 
one now being m ade will have 3,600 
horsepower. 
The Italian engineers have special­ 
ized on size and power, as the French 
have in speed and control. The m erits 
of such construction for purpose of
